ANY of the blg events In the world's
history came to Amerlea firat from an
unexpected quarter and in an lrresponaible,
myaterious manner. | recall that a week

| bhefors we received the officinl account of the

| result of Dewey's bLattle In Manlia Bay, a

brief dispateh eame from Paris to the effect
At the bBattle had heen fought and the
Amertcan fiset had not lost & eingle vessel
The astonlshing character of the informa-
tion made most people loath to belisve It
until a wosk Iater, when tha regular dis-
patehes  from  correspondents  verified the
fach.

How did Paris recoelve the first word?
hag always heen suspected that it got It
fromi &pain bofore Dewey could eut the
cable.  And thie appears 1o be the only
reasonable theory,

HE fArst report that the Treaty of Ghent

had been completed and peace estabe
lished with Great Britain reached Philadels
phia In a most myaterious manner and fully
a woek hefore Washington had official ad-
vicen, As we expect to celebrate the cen-
tennial anniversary of the conclusion of the
pence of Ghent this rear, this little known
story may be of interest now.

The treaty wasm slgned on Christmas Eve,
1514, but salling vesseln 4ld not cross the
Atlantle In these days with the speed of
modern ocean liners, and there was nelther
cable nor wireless to transmit the news,
However, early in the year 1816 a mmysterious
stranger called upon President Madizon at
Washington one avening and brought him
the news.

That night this same mysterious: stranger
sent a letter to John Binnx, who published
the Democratic Press In this eity, giving
him the same news. Probably no modern
newspaper owner would have dons what
Rinns did. Any newspaper racelving such
important news teday would Instantly get
out an extra editlon, for the whole conntry
was walting patiently for word that peace
had been concluded,

It

' Binna, not knowing from whom the

news came, and fearing that it was &
rfumor (tended to Influence prices of cotton,
rice and other home products, hesitated, The
letter, which wnas anonymous, reached the
editor ona morning, He read It and then
maditated upon hia next step, He feared
that the Informatlon was #o0 important that
it would be risky to consult any person as
to his next step, He had visions of a specu-
lator hooming tha prices of soma home
products ar causing a fall In the prices of
those Imporis such as tea, sugar, coffee and
other goods which had been lald away In
larga quantities by some of our long-headed
merchants,

No person in Philadelphia had recefved
sven a suggestion of the news, Rinns madae
it his business to mix among men lkely to
have heard such a report, but no one ap-
proached him with rumors of that kind. Late
in tha afternoon, however, he sent the let-
ter to the Merchants' Coffea House, and had
It placed In the coffes houss hooks, with
hig name as authority. In ne time the whole
water front was busy getting shipa in readl-
ness to send them to the South for cotton
and rice. The merchants weres readior to
accept the news than was Binns. He printed
the news In his paper the next day.

RESIDENT MADISON recelved the news

fn the same manner and spirit. One eve-
ning a person, not known in Washington,
prasented himeelf at the President's House.
He was met by Madison's private secretary,
Fdward Coles, afterward the second Gover-
nor of Illinols, who listenesd to the strang-
ar'm story. The private secretary asked the
stranger to remain seated unt!l he carried
hin message to the President. The latter
was much surprised at both the Information
and the methad by which It was brought to
him, and then told Coles te admit to him
the mys=terious courler. Madison wanted to
have a look at the man, and te determine |
if he was worthy of helief., He also called
to his ald the Postmaster General, R. J.
Meigs, and the two questioned the siranger
closely.

After n long conversation, the President
aramed satisfled, yet no Information on the
subject eame from the President's Housa
until the confirming official dispatch arrived
some dave later, by which time the newn
had nlready penetrated through a large part
nf the country,

INNE, whn relates tha fneident in his
recollections, declared that he never was
abla to learn the identity of his mysterious
leiter writer, whom he believed to have heen
the same person who called upon Prestdent
Madison that evening in the winier of 1515
In vilew of how the news of the peacve of
Ghent was first given to the American pub-
lie through the agency of a Phllnt\!\lphin
newspaper, 'ame Rumor may not he #o !
